Thin  annual  statistical  report  In  a  Hupplcmcnt  to  the 
reitular  biennial  report  Innued  hv  the  Montana  State  Board  of 
Health.  Vital  atnttitlcs  data  are  puhll«ihed  on  an  annual 
baala  no  that  the  Infornatlon  can  he  made  avoMihlc  more 
quickly  than  If  it  were  piihU"»hed  hiennlally. 

The  piirpo-ie  of  thla  report  in  to  provide  a  readv  refer- 
ence of  some  of  the  most  frequently  uicd  vital  stntlsticn 
for  Montana.  Since  the  renort  in  primarJlv  intended  for 
reference,  annlvnin  nml  lnterpret.it  Ion  have  been  kept  to  a 
minimum.  Where  qpace  permits, the  11^7  data  are  accompanied  by 
flguren  for  the  previous  vear  or  years  an  that  comparisons 
mav  he  made.  The  information  published  here  Is  limited  to 
that  felt  to  be  of  r^enernl  interest.  In  most  cases, more  de- 
tailed infonnaClon  Is  available  upon  roquont. 

The  sources  of  data  shown  in  the  tabtilntlons  of  this 
report  are  records  collected  by  the  Montana  Hoard  of  Health. 
These  include  certificates  of  birth,  death,  and  fetal  death 
(stillbirth)  and  records  of  mnrrlaRC,  divorce, and  morbidity. 


Causes  of  death  reported  on  death  certificates  are  clas- 
sified accordinR  to  the  Seventh  Revlalon  of  the  International 
Statistical  Clasaiflcatien  of  Dleeases,  Injuries,  and  Cauaea 
of  rvnth.  This  system,  established  by  International  sftree- 
ment,  attempts  to  allocate  death  to  what  the  attending  phy- 
sician considers  to  he  the  tinderlvinR  cause.  It  also  serves 
to  obtain  Information  on  the  causal  and  chronoloftlcsl  sequenos 
of  events  leading  to  death.  It  consists  of  two  parts  with 
space  for  indicatint*  the  Interval  between  onset  and  death  for 
each  condition.  Part  I  is  used  for  reportlnR  the  causes  lead- 
ing directlv  to  death.  Part  II  ia  used  for  reporting  sny 
other  important  diaeases  or  conditions  that  Influenced  the 
course  of  the  lllneas  unfavorably,  thus  contributing  to  the 
fatal  outcome,  hut  which  were  not  related  to  the  disease  or 
condition  reported  on  line  (a)  as  the  Immediate  cause  of  death. 
To  Illustrate,  a  medical  certification  night  read  as  followtt

Completeness  of  Rej^latratlon  and  Reporting 

Pew  restrictions  need  he  Imposed  upon  the  Interpretation 

if  tnhulntlons  of  hlrth  and  death  data  In  this  report  because 
of  Incompleteness .  Completeness  of  birth  reR 1st  rat  ion  in 
Hontann  was  tested  In  l*>50  as  n  port  of  a  nationwide  study 
made  bv  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  This  showed  Montana's  roR- 
istrntion  of  births  to  be  P0.57  complete.  Registration  of 
deaths  is  Felt  to  be  more  complete,  a  death  certificate  must 
be  filed  in  Montana  before  a  permit  for  burial  or  removal  can 
be  Issued. 

No  measure  of  the  completeness  of  n-nortlnp  of  fetal 
deaths  (stillbirths)  Is  available.  A  more  Important  limita- 
tion to  consider  in  Interpretlnp.  data  on  this  subject  is:  The 
variation  nmong  the  several  eitatcs  as  to  the  definition  of 
what  constitutes  a  fetal  death. 


Hypertensive  cardiovascular  disease 

Tills  death  would  be  assigned  to  International  Llat 
rubric  163.1  (Mnllgnant  neoplasm  of  bronchus  and  lung). 

Deaths  are  classified  under  this  philosophy  whenever 
possible. 

Exceptions  mu«t  be  mad*  whan  the  undarlylng  cauae  ia  not 
apparent  from  the  certification  and  when  clarlflcatiotia  can- 
not be  secured.  In  tticse  instsnces,  a  svstem  of  rules  Is 
applied  to  select  the  probable  underlying  cau»e. 


A&e  and  Race 

Classification  of  vital  events  by  age  and  race  Introduces 
difficulties  beraiiae  of  incorrect  entries. 


Original  records  of  mirrla^e  nnd  divorce  are  not  filed 
in  thlr  office.  It  does  file  oriclnal  birth  and  denth  certi- 
ficates. Transcripts,  contalnlnr,  selected  items  of  Informa- 
tion on  the  original  marrlatie  and  divorce  records,  are  made 
by  local  Clerks  of  Court  to  be  filed  in  this  office. No  formal 
tests  of  completenes*-  have  been  made  on  this  r'^portlng.  Ex- 
perience suggests  that  marriage'?  ond  divorces  are  reported  as 
cosipletelr  as  births  and  deaths. 

Delay  In  Filing 

Very  few  records  are  filed  for  events  that  occurred  In 
the  year  covered  by  this  report  that  arc  not  included  in  these 
tabulations.  All  records  for  I')'*?  which  were  received  during 
that  year  or  by  April  10,  1968,  are  Included  in  this  report. 
Records  received  after  this  deadline  are  not  included  In  these 
tabulations.  Such  records  constitute  a  small  fraction  of  one 
percent  of  all  types  of  records. 

Geographic  Allocation 

Births  and  deaths  may  be  tabulated  by  plare  of  occurrence 
or  by  place  of  residence  of  the  person  involved.   For  deattis, 
the  place  of  residence  Is  the  usual  residence  of  the  decedent. 
For  births,  the  usual   residence  of  the  child   is  the  sane  as 
that  of  the  nether. 

Interstate  exchange  of  transcripts  of  certificates  for 
persons  whose  residence  was  In  a  state  other  than  the  one  in 
which  the  event  occurred  permits  tabulation  by  place  of  res- 
idence. Titles  of  tables  In  this  report  Indicate  whether  the 
dafa  are  by  residence  or  occurrence. 

Oeaths  In  hospitals,  sanatoria,  and  other  institutions 
are  allocated  to  the  place  of  previous  residence,  regardless 
of  the  length  of  stav  in  the  Institution. 


A  common  error  in  the  reporting  of  age  Is  evident  in  tha 
frequent  reporting  of  ages  ending  In  0  and  5.   Theory  suggoCa 
this  to  be  due  to  a  tendency  for  persons  to  round   their  ages. 
In  addition.  It  is  felt   that  persons  under  21  and  those   in 
the  older  npo  groups  have  a  tendency  to  over  state   their  age. 
An  .ittempt  has  been  made  in  this   report   to  offset   some  of 
these  difficulties  hv  grouping  ages.   In  this  way,  the  over- 
statement  of  ages  ending  in   0  and  5   Is  grouped  in  with  the 
understatement  of  ages  ending  in  other  digits. 

The  tabulation  of  vital   events  by  race  has  limitations 
where  persons  of  mixed  blood  are  involved.    In  general,   the 
statement  of  race  on  the  certificate  reflects  the  opinion  of 
the  Informant,   It  does  not  necessarily  follow  any  prescribed 
rules  for  the  reporting  of  rscc.    Information  on  race  pre- 
?;nted   in  this  report   is  ahown  simply  as  "white"  and 
"other".   This  makes  it   possible  to  classify  all  but  a  few 
deaths,  an*,  there  Is  little  confusion  with  concepts  of  na- 
tionality, country  of  origin  of  parents,  or  other  character- 
istics.   In  the  racial   classification  used  in  this  report* 
white  Includes  '*>1cxican". 


Population  Estimates 

The  population  estimates  shown  In  Table  25  have  as  thell 
base  the  Federnl  Census  taken  as  of  April  1,  19ftO. 

The  I'nlted  States  Bureau  of  the  Censua  has  estimated 
the  total  population  of  Montana  na  701,000  as  of  July  1, 
l'>fi7.  The  I'll?  population  estimates  for  Montana  Counties 
i«re  prepared  hv  allocating  this  state  total  to  the  56 
counties.  A  composite  itcthnd  of  population  estimation  was 
used  utilising  births,  deatha«  and  school  census  data  as  pop- 
ular Ion  Indicators.
